1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the amendment after final submitted on 8/20/2003 the applicants have presented 
convincing argimient as to why the prior art of Yamamoto can not be properly combined with the 
prior art of Yui. The fact remains that the prior art of Yamamoto explicitly teaches away from 
using more than 80 parts by weight of ethylene-propylene block copolymer. Therefore prior art 
of Yui teaching up to 90 parts of polymer when combined with the prior art of Yamamoto does 
not provide proper rejection.
